Raltimore, .Md., October lo. — Two thrilling fin- 
ishes stood out as the features of the racing at 
latnrel I’ark this aftermsm ami they came in the 
.irineipal events of the day, the Canvas Rack Sell- 
itig Handicap for all ages, at six fiirlongs, and the 
handieup for three-year-olds and upward, at a mile 
and an elghtli. In the stake were twelve starters 
itid hardly one of the dozen was neglected by the 
big crowd of race-goers. The result was a victory for 
a "lield” Imrse, It. F. Carman's Lila Rrysou. which 
meived considerable supiiort. There was a long 
delay at the po.-t. caused principally by Tranid’s 
fractionsness. K'ila Rryson was quickest to get 
into her stride and she cut out the pace, with 
Rriar Fath in close attendance to the turn lor 
liome, wiiere there was a general closing up. In the 
last furlong half a dozen wore bunclied and it 
aiiia-ared to be unybialy’s race, but Fnia Rryson 
lasted just baig enough to get the verdict by :i 
nose from Rriar Fatli.
